CURRENCY? 


The fall of the German paper mark 
to a price at which, to pursue the 
comparison made in yesterday's cabled 
comment by Mr. Pratt ANDREW, one 
dollar will today buy more marks than 
a billion dollars would buy before the 
war, is no longer even a source of 


wonderment. For all purposes but one 
the paper mark, of which some forty 


quadrillions are now outstanding, is 
absolutely worthless. It long ago 
ceased to perform the function of a 
standard of value; as a ‘’ standard of 
deferred payments,’’ a second impor- 
tant office of sound money, it has 
become merely an engine of the cruel- 
est kind of fraud and confiscation: 
But it is still the German people's 
only medium of exchange. To this 
fact and to the possibility that the 
present paper marks, when formally 
repudiated as money, may be received 
at a nominal valuation in subscription 
to some kind of public loan, must be 
ascribed the fact that they still have 
even their present infinitesimal value 
in foreign markets. 

It is sometimes asked why the Ger- 
man Government does not at once 
repudiate them. The answer is that 
as yet there is nothing to replace them 
as a medium of exchange in Germany. 
The Stresemann Ministry has, how-
